The cry of ‘wolf’ is-so often raised over 
incipient ‘native discontent that, fordigners 
have contracted a stolid .contompt for anti- 
foreign feeling under sit conditions, and 
have ccased to nurse ‘their auxictics into 
semi-panic. On this oecasion, however, 
contempt -has not been allowed to pass 
into negligench; ample ‘precautions dave 
uietly-been taken by tho’ Diplomatic and 
Gonsular officials aa well as ly the Chineso. 
Under the pretence of assisting in the 
Jubilee Celebration at the northern port, 
Sir Claude Macdonald wired for H.M.S. 
Peacock; and it is we presume by more than 
Coincidence that a Jopancse and a Fronch 
vessel are now at‘Taky.. General Yean, of 
Corean diplomatic fame, has also been order: 
ed: to-move.up troops near tho city, and 
strict ohders: have been sent out to all pro- 
magistrates to hear prompt aid in 
cage of assault on outlying missions, It is 
froely given out in the North that the rea 
son of thiszeal is that unmistakable orders 
have been xéceived from Peking that order 
mast be proserved at all hazards; as 0 
matter of fact, the higher magistrates of 
Chibli are extremely inteligont mon and so 
disposed to their foreign neighbours that 
they would spontancously do everything 
that could in reason be.aeked.
